Tile knowledge to be reported below is still einoraplete, whech is only 
one of tiie reasons X desire no further distribution. I will be commun testing It to 
Bud also, for legal reasons. You are aware of my continuing efforts to learn what 
is still missing, but with my suprly of ZU paper about exhausted and Bud ’ a supplier 
on strike, it la not now possible to copy the letter for you. 

The X-reys wore n<urer out of Secret Service possession until they! turned 
thorn over under the memo of transfer, d/65. Despite all the contrary indications 
and false claims, as 1 have known for a while end in pert disclosed by information 
leul picked up in 1966, were shown the Commission staff. In lodging for myself how 
effect cen. best be expended, I haven’t tried to learn the exact date. I aai willing 
to presume it ms in pursuance of Specter’s efforts, recorded in POST HOfiTEM. 

There wna e time when the pictures were out of Secret Service possession, 
but n v©r until transfer were they out of its custody. They were processed at the 
Navy photo lab o a or about 12/27/70, with a Secret Service agent, who car*ied them 
to toe lab, present all toe time. This was merely processing for the block gad white 
negatives, which were printed by the SS a few days latsr. However, that time the 
color negatives were both developed and printed. At ail time there were ell kept 
in s combination safe in th© Secret Service part of the Executive Office Bldg., 
which is the old State, Wer and Wavy Building of Civil War Mintage . Two*, people 
only knew tne combination. 

The color film printed ea positive film, which means there were no 
paper picture., ce we know they from normal photography, like tue color film that 
is used for slides. So, they were printed in enlarged form by fcne Navy lab on 
or about 12/ 9/63, tue same 8{p at transporting, and all were ogein returned, to 
the same safe. 

You know what more I seek and how, including whether the FBI nad my 
knolvedge, os it now irppeere they hed no phyeicel possession or copies. With Hoover 
in charge of the investigation, it is s very Strangs circumstance to me that he 
did not immediately get copies o? this beat evidence, as he could hove. I suggests 
it means only that he knew he’d best not sieve tuem. 

I also suggests this means th?-- staff of the Commission had an identical 
concept, for they could have seen the pictures also If they’d dared. You may 
recall that there came a time when barren ordered that certain of the X-rays be ex- 
amined, with e shrink S3 their expert. The display to the staff nay have been e 
consequence of this decision. 

Despite the written assurances I have, as my letter discloses only in 
general terras, there is no question that more pictures exist than are accounted 
for, and I am talking about negatives, more than I dids in Pt. 2 of WBII, which 
discusses the greater number of prints than of negatives. Thera likewise iE no 
doubt that more X-rays were tBken than wars given to Herman. 

The discrepancies ara very real, ^nether or net innocent x cannot yet 
say, for 1 do not kow.
